YOLCANIC,

The Recent, Evuption of the Izalce Voleuano
OUnicinl Exploration of the Mouuinin,

The following necount of the recent eruption
of the 1zaleo voleano, in the Republie of Salvi-

dor, is taken from the official report of the dis-
trict alealde of Izalco. This otlicer says:—

At sunset on the 10th of May lnst there was
every prospect of a heavy rain. A dense clond
enveloped the Cordillern, At about 8P, M. a
light isgulng from the voleano was deseried be-
bind the cloud, which became more and more
glear and intense a2 the clond broke up. Atfia
current of lava was observed descending from
the crater in the same direction taken on other
eruptions. the present one Heing so coplous that,
when the descension ended, it &till produced a
congiderable illumination, The volesno con-
tinued vomiting lava in the direction of Banta
Anna, and about 10 o'clock three large mul-
herry-colored lights,and also a red one, appeared
over the crater with intervals of five minutes
between thew, lighting in flashes the whole of
the Cordillern and its surroundings. The alealde
then determined to make a thorough survey at
davlight of the voleano's ssmmuat,

On the 20th, at 9 A, M., the party found them-
selves at the place ealled Tortolita, whence the
travelling became ditlicult, owing to the wet
gand that bad fallen during the night In such
quantitics that the trees upon the mountain had
given way under the weight; fallen branches
and trunks of trees were scattered inall diree-
tions; the explorers exporienced the effect on
thelr clothes, which were stalned by the sand,
having become o red mud. At 11-30 they were
standing upon a pile of lava ol the previons
eruption, completely put out and covered with
the enme gand that fell daring the night., The
travellers walked over it with some diiicalty,
and renched severial places where they found
plles of red hot stone, forming salts on their
surface by the combination with other sub-
stanees, which, upon belng exnmnined, had o very
neld taste nnd o disgnsting odor.

The survey on such spots was extremely dis-
tressing, as the parties hoad fire under Wheir feet
and ull aronnd them: bat they were dotermined
to use thelr ntmost exertions and to bear all In
order Lo examine, i poessible, the curlositios
about the small craters of the voleano; in
